The New York World’s Editorial on “Cleve- 
land and Reform’’—Timely Hints to the 
Incoming Party — Governor Cleveland’s 
Position on the Civil Service. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 30.—The Wortp, in an edi- 
torial on “Cleveland and Reform,” says: “Govern- 
or Cleveland's letter to the National Civil Service 
Reform League wil! doubtless be warmly discussed, 
but perhaps not as warmly indorsed by many of 
the politicians of his own party. The President 
elect promulgates no new doctrine and takes no 
sudden position. He stands where he has always 
stood, the advocate of genuine, practical civil ser- 
vice reform. The only thing novel in his present 
declaration is that it comes at this time. It 
has been the common practice of candidates 
to amplify reform views before election, and to be 
silent after election. But it is a characteristic of 
Governor Cleveland that he speaks at all times 
truthfully and seriously, and means what he says. 
If anybody expected that Grover Cleveland would 
have one voice for the campaiga and another for 
the Présidency, he did not know the man. Two 
points are covered in the letter. A civil service 
law was passed by the votes of both political 
parties. It is now on the statute book. Public 
sentiment calls for its enforcement, Even 
if it did not, the President-elect. reading aright the 
requirements of true Democratic faith and public 
duty, would be bound to enforce its provisions in 
good faith and without evasion. Here a politician 
less truthful and open-hearted than Grover Cleve 
land might have rested secure inthe impregnable 
Democratic position that existing laws must be en- 
forced, The Governor goes beyond this, and main- 
tains that in the interest of 

A GOOD CIVIL SERVICE 
the incumbents of Government positions not 
protected by the law, but wholly disconnected 
from the policy of the administration, should 
not be driven forth solely on partisan grounds, pro- 
vided they have proved their capacity and fidelity, 
and have not used their offices for unscrupulous po- 
litical purposes. It is likely that many “active” 
politicians will disapprove this portion of the Gov- 
ernor’s letter. -We heartily indorse it. It is in en- 
tire harmony with the position of the Worxp, taken 
some time ago. The Governor, in his blunt, fear- 
less way, seeks to rid himself of importunate office- 
seekers by reminding them that “while 
Democrats will receive all proper consideration 
and preference, their claims to offices, not embraced 
within the Civil Service rules, will depend upon as- 
certained fitness and not upon persistent importun- 
ity and self-solicited recommendation.” This is 
candid talk. It means the beginning of practical 
reform. But the President-elect could have gone 
further. The real reformof our system of Civil 
Service cannot be fully completed until the Presi- 
dent himself has been emancipated from the bond- 
age of his 
OVERWHELMING APPOINTING POWER. 

But this, of course, depends 
upon legislation and Congress, not 
executive judgment. Reform is needed in the su-

;eervice, It is not consistent with true democracy 


or a real republic that any one man should hold in 
his hand the destiny of hundreds of thousands of 
the most active, ambitious and pushing people, who 
all long for some sort of office or public employ- 
ment.

No wonder that its control for twenty-four years in- 
spired an unscrupulous party with the desire to 
defy the popular willand hold it by fraud or vio- 


lence in perpetuity. What would the fathers 
of the Republic have known of _ the 
scramble for office? They never 
dreamed of an army of 100,000 office- 


holders. The removals from office in eight years 
under Washington numbered nine, one being for de- 
falcation. John Adams removed ten Federal office- 
holders in four years, one a defaulter. Jefferson 
was urged to make political changes, but he refused 
except in cases where persons had been appointed by 
his predecessor after the result of the election was 
known. He removed thirty-nine personsin eight 
years. Madison removed eight and Monroe nine 
in their double terms; that is only seventeen re- 
movals in sixteen years. Three of the former 
and six of the latter were for non-political consider- 
ations.

Can we have good 
civil service until the President is 
emancipated . from this terrible pressure 
of the hungering army of office holders, bringing 
with it dissensions, heart-burnings, deceptions and 
assassinations?

These children are 
gathered altogether from the district east of Sixth 
street, and there are twelve hundred of them on the 
rolls of the school. In a room apart from the older

In stijl another room the 
“colored mothers’ were gathered—some of the 
quaintest old characters being interspersed that 
ever a plantation prod Each assemblage was 
engagedn 
SINGING AGAINST TIME, 

and the volume of the music was a strikinn ilustra- 
tion of tye difference in the characterists of the 
white and coiored races, Tbe mothers were sing- 
ing to the full power of their lungs, wearing on 
their faces a beati expression’ and 
some of them sharply marking the time 
by swaying their bodies and stamping on the floor. 
The white mothers, though neariy twice as many, 
sang only with the lips, and the volume of sound 
was neither large nor joyous. 

Promptly at 12 o'clock, noon, while sundry news- 
boys and hoodlums were making desperate but 
vain endeavors to gain admission to the charmed 
precincts, the signal for the feast was given, and 
the music gave piace to a fond and merry time 
that filled the building. 

Up to this time the edibles had been-carefully 
guarded against raids, none of the youngsters being 
pings to approach within snatching range. 

.ow, however, the teacher of each class, accom- 
panied by the class monitor, began the distribution. 
Bright, deep tig plates were filled with liberal 
allowances of ham, turkey, biscuits and cake, and 
these plates were served out one to each child. The 
children who received the first plates 
were in rather hard. luck, inasmuch as 
their suppiles were subjected to levies from long- 
armed: neighbors during the interval of. waiting. : 
Soon, however, 

EVERYBODY HAD A PLATE, 

and tin cups of hot coffee were rapidly circulated 
from mouth to mouth. For .twenty minutes 
there was a great smacking of jaws 
and crunching of istle, The usual order 
of eating was reversed, cake and turkey going to- 
gether. In less tharfhalf an hour the stage was 
reached, when wads of bread and pieces of bones 
began to serve as missiles, and by 1 o'clock the 
feast was over. Then every child got a paper bag 
full of oranges, apples,nuts and candy, and soon the 
assembly began to disperse, all the children carry- 
ing their packages. 

The Bethel Mission has about 100 members, and 
their contributions make between $6,009 and $7,000 
per year. The expenses of rent, chaplain and super- 
intendent are about $6,000 per year. Two floors, 
containing 250 beds, are allotted to white 
and colored lodgers at 10 cents per 
night each. The basement is used as 
a restaurant. where a bow! of coffee and a third of a 
loaf of bread are given for a nickel. Nobody is 
lodged or fed free. The president of the Home is 
Nathan Cole, the vice-president E. E. Souther, the 
chaplain Rev. P, Kitwood, the superintendent D. R. 
Wolff, and the directors: J. H. Wear, G. Paddock,

Commercial Notes. 


The imports of wheat into the United Kingdom 
from August 25 to December 6, have amounted to 
25,932,000 bushels against 155,138,000 bushels for 
the corresponding time last year, and 172,734,000 
bushels in 1882. While English consumers have 
taken less foreign wheat than in the two previous 
years, imports of flour have been more, amounting 
to 84,866,000 bushels this year against 
83,880,000 bushels last year and 84,809,000 
bushels in 1882. The imports in the lat- 
ter part of the riod contained a larger 
percentage of flour n in September. The in- 
crease in the imports of flour from the United 
States and the decrease in wheat is considered proof 
of the statement made some time since that the su- 
perior skill displayed in American mills and the 
energy of American millers in meeting the de- 
mands of English consumers were cutting under 
English millers. In its weekly review of the British

RANDALL IN THE SOUTH. 

In his speeches at Louisville, Mr. RANDALL 
distinctly declared, as he has often declared in 
Congress, that he denied the constitutional 
power to lay taxesin excess of the necessary 
requirements of the Government economically 
administered. He denied that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had power to raise money by taxation 
for distribution among the States. He not 
only limited the taxing power to the raising of 
money necessary for strictly public purposes, 
but he said also: 

I do not believe there is in the Constitution of the 
United States authority to levy import auties for 
protection for protection’s sake. In other words, I 
can find nothing which gives authority to the Con- 
gress of the United States to raise taxes or impost 
duties*for protection purposes. 

In all this his position is diametrically op- 
posite to that of Mr. Buarne. Yet 
his Southern tour has been denounced 
in a number of Democratic papers 
as an attempt to carry into’ the South 
the protection campaign which Mr. BLAINE 
had carried to a fruitless end in the North. Mr. 
RANDALL’s reception in Louisville was a 
marked rebuke to the wild warfare of the 
Courier-Journal against him, and wherever 
he goes through the South his speeches will 
prove that he is an earnest tariff reformer, and 
not such a protection ogre as he has been 
painted. 

The only difference between him and any 
other Democratic tariff reformer, is that Mr, 
RANDALL frankly opposes direct taxation, 
would raise all the necessary revenue by tariff 
only, and would then adjust custom house tax- 
ation so as to yield incidental protection within 
certain clearly defined limits. He is op 
posed to a high protective tariff as 
tending to create monopolies, and would 
levy duties on imports just high enough to 
cover the difference which higher wages and a 
higher rate of interest make in the cost of pro- 
ducing the same manufactured articles at 
home; discriminating at the same time so as to 
lay the heavier taxes on articles of luxury and 
the lighter on articles of necessity. 

In proposing to relieve such luxuries as 
whisky and tobacco from the taxes now volun- 
tarily paid by the consumers of those articles, 
Mr, RANDALL is probably antagonizing a public 
sentiment which he cannot reverse. But so far 
as his position on the tariff proper is concerned, 
he stands squarely on the Democratic platform 
and reflects the opinions of the great majority of 
the Democrats of every State in the Union. 
His Democratic assailants in defining their po- 
sitions aré compelled totake substantially the 
same ground, and to deny that they are free- 
traders. But still they perversely put them- 
selves in the attitude of free-trade cranks, and 
try to divide the Democratic party into two 
hostile factions by reading RANDALL out of 
the party as an alleged advocate of protected 
monopolies. 

Such limited incidental protection as will put 
the products of American skilled labor on a 
basis of merely fair competition at home with 
the products of more poorly fed foreign labor 
and cheaper foreign capital, cannot be objec- 
tionable to anybody but the most ultra free- 
trade theorists.

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His Own Statement of His Position as a 
Tax Keformer. : 


Iam here present to-day without any personal 
political motive. I come among you to witness for 
myself, to study the details that prevail in the great 
South in the business relations it bears to the.coun- 
try. We are passing through @ period of @téat de- 
pression, and, as I think, lcan show -that this de- 
pression is phenomena! in its character and unlike 
all others that ever preceded it in the United-States. 
What is known as the panic of 1837, I know of only 
from reading and hearsay. There was antecedent 
to that period for seven years a balance of trade 
against the United States aggregating $150,000,000 
in value. Again in 1857. The panicof that year 
was preceded by eight years of adverse: trade 
against the United States in foreign countzies, ag- 
gregating $350,000,000, and the more recent panic of 
1873 came upon us after ten years of a balance of 
trade against the United States ager egating $1,000, - 
000,000 in value, and yet to-day we are in the midst 
of a depression, when the last nine years of trade 
in the United States has been in favor of the United 
States tothe extent of $1,300,000,000. Therefore 
we cannot measure our present depression by those 
rules of trade which I have indicated as controlling, 
in my judgment, the panics of prior years. 

CAUSE OF THE DEPRESSION. ' 

It is due to your intelligence that 1 should give you 
the reasons which I think have controlled to bring 
us to our present trade condition. I consider that 
it is over and exhaustive taxation and to some 
degree trade restrictions which ought to be swept 
aside. [Cheers.l The Government should‘ be ad- 
ministered economically, and there ought not to be 
collected a dollar of-revenue from the people of 
the United States in excess of that which is neces- 
sary to economically administer the Government of 
this people. [Cheers.] It is a trite saying, and 
some of us have realized the truth of it, that a man 
who spends more money than he makes will become 
embarrassed, and I say according to my judgment 
a country which imports more than it exports must 
become embarrassed, and the great object of gov- 


ernment to a free people like ours is to have such’ 


laws enacted, and honestly and intelligently ad- 
ministered, as will promote the great objects of the 
trade and commerce of this country. [Cheers.] 
And I therefore feel that when I am here, I am 
among representatives of the energy and enterprise 
of the gateway to the South in her industrial rela- 
tions. I am here, as Isaid before, withont per- 
sonal object, and yet I have come to see the great 
re-awakening of the industrial interests of the 


South, 
THE TAXING POWER. 


There is no subject that has ever been so di fficult 
among nations of solution as taxation. In the 
United States, from the organization of the govern- 
ment to the present time, it has occasioned irrita- 
tion and discontent, and it is not to be wondered at 
when we come to consider that our system of taxa- 
tion is complex. We have federal taxation, we 
have State taxation, we have local taxation, and 
when the amount of taxation gathered through 
these three agencies are aggregated, they are large 
in amount, and require that the expenditure of the 
money so realized for the several purposes should 
be economically expended. We think we havea 
right to say to all men in official st ations that there 
shall be no taxes collected in excess of the neces- 
sary requirements of the public affairs. [Cheers.] 
I wish to be moreemphatic. I deny the constitu- 
tional powers of any administration in this country 
to collect one doliar in access of that amount under 
any pretense whatever. [Applause.] Having laid 
down this proposition, it is incumbent 
npon me to make the inquiry whether 
recent administrations of this Government come up 
to the measures of its requirements. To-dav we 
have $450,000,000 of money locked upin the treas- 
ury, and nearly $200,000,000 of that amount is there 
without a dollar of claim against it. What we 
want, andI think I but voice the people of the 
United States, is to have that $200,000,000 or nearly 
that amount, flown out of tne treasury by the pur. 
chase of the public debt, so that it may find its way 
through the channels of trade and commerce. 

In addition to this taxation the United States is 
taking annually from the people $100,000 in addi- 
tion to what is there stored in the treasury without 
necessity or constitutional right, as I think. What, 
in this contingency, are we to do? We should re- 
peal all these laws which producé their excessive 
amount of revenue. And it isthat in which we 
differ with our political opponerits. Mr. Blaine has 
recently declared in a letter in favor of a distribu- 
tion of this surplus annual collection among the 
States and the citizens thereof. Ivdeny the right to 
raise a dollar from the products of the American 
people for any such purpose. Distribute it among 
the States? What is the first effect of any proced- 
ure ofthat sort. It would make at once the States 
of this Union dependent ‘upon the federal power, 
and when you do that you mar the very foundation 
of the freedom of the people of the States and al- 
low their rights to be absorbed ip a centraj 


power. 
HIS THEORY. 

“Now I will show you how I would get rid of this 
surplus. There may be some who will differ from 
me, but my convictions on that subject are the re- 
sult of study and investigation, and at least entitled 
to respect. The internal system _ is a system of 
taxation which we derived from England. Even 
from the period of its enactment in 1643, it was 
odious in that monarchial Government, how much 

reater then should it be odious in a free republic 
like ours. I need not remind you that in 1801. when 
Mr. Jefferson became President of the United 
States, he then and there recommended to Congress 
that mba 8 statute, raising money for public purpos- 
es through the internal system of taxation, shotld 
be repealed, that had accumulated during the ad- 
ministrations of Washington and Adams. Again in

One of the gentlemen who was most em- 
phatic in his remarks on that subject 
yesterday was called on this morning for 
some further expression. He quickly 
gave evidence that he was not speaking from any 
superficial knowledge of the evil, but from a care- 
ful investigation. 

“ Every recognized authority on the subject of 
cholera,” said he, “lays down the a, that 


there is no other agency in the whole range of 
which is so lific of mischi as 
undrain vaults in 


privy 
cities. Take the old cholera map of this city, 
which shows where the scourge made the most 
havoc, and you will see that it was uniformly in 
those districts where the damage was bad, and 
where the wells and vaults were numerous, that the 
disease was most mali t. Dr. Leete, with whom 
Iam well seg Mr meg as procured the opinions of 
many of the ing physicians of the city, and they 
all agree on the proposition that the most im 
and effective preventive measures will be the clos- 
ing up of all wells and draining of vaults.”

A VISIT FROM CHOLERA, 
in some of its forms. Every man in the city of St. 
Louis is directly interested in doing anything that 
will either prevent or lessen the intensity of the 
epidemic. If it comes, it paralyzes every branch of 
business. The city, however, which is freest from 
its ravages will secure the lion’s share of 
whatever business is to be had. Under such 
considerations as these, it devolves on every prop- 
erty owner of the city to do his individual part 
toward the establishment of every possible prevent- 
ive condition. If, then, a man has on his own prem- 
ises a well or a vault which is calculated to increase 
the strength of the pestilence, why should he not 
be compelled to abate that nuisance at his individ- 
ual expense? What is our Sanitary Department for 
if it is not to inforce the 
correction of ,. monstrous conditions like 
these? Why should we take other people’s money 
to pay ve d man's private biils?”’ 
‘hat do you propose, then?” 

“I propose that we shall take active measures to 

secure an improvement of our local legisiation on 


that subject, so that before the warm season 
opens the work of abating these 
nuisances will lhe well under way. 


If, when notified to drain a vault or cluse a well, the 
property owner fails to doit, I believe that the Sani- 
7 Department should immediately do the work, 
and that the bill therefor shall be a first lien against 
the property. There should be 
NO HALF-WAY COURSE 

in a matter which involves, not only the business 

rosperity of the city, but the lives of her people. 
f do not _pretend that the cost of 
the work will not be heavy. for it would be absurd 
to say so. The number of vaults in this city which 
have no sewer connections is 29,000. The number of 
wells in this ee | which should be closed and filled 
up—for there should be no exceptions—is 8,000. 
Every vault should be so arranged that it would 
be flushed by the water which runs off the roof of 
the house. Every well should be closed, so that 
under no circumstances could the water be used. I 
know this will make thousands of families use 
water from the city reservoir who are now using 
well water asa measure of economy; but the cit 
could better afford to furnish them water free if 
that were necessary—as it would not be, except in 
rare cases—than to allow the wells to be used.” 

“But you do not think that the committee of fifty 
should fimit its work to that of securing an im- 
provement of sanitary legislation?” 

“No, I believe we should raise funds, but let it be 
understood just whatitisfor. If we are going to 
undertake to clean the sireets, let it not be done un- 
der the guise of a movement to prevent cholera, for 
street cleaning cuts a very little figure as 
@ preventive measure, Let it be known 
and understood that it is simply a movement, to 
give employment to the worthy poor. Let us not, 
as is proposed in some quarters, waste any money 
in employing a large y of sanitary inspectors, 


for the lice force constitutes the best force of 
sanitary Peepectors that can be organized. In one 
day they can 


LOCATE AND REPORT MORE NUISANCES 
than any other body of men we could organize 
would locate in a week. Let the cholera feature be 
eliminated entirely from the movement. 
The enterprise is a very delicate 
one to handle, forthe reason that it will attract 
men from all parts of the country, and even if we 
are successful in discriminating in favor of our own 
city people in giving employment, we will have 
the number of indigent people considerably in- 
creased. I don’t know but it would be best, after 
ali, to distribute whatever we desire 
to give in charity through the 
agency of the Provident Association. The 
sanitary work I have called attention to would em- 
loy a large number of men, and it should be done 
fn cold weather, too, in order to make the nuisance 
incident to its prosecution as small as possible, 
Another form of charity would be to enforce our 
ordinances requiring gh ge oot to keep their 
sidewalks clean and to remove their ash heaps 
and @® garbage heaps. A this is practi- 
cable, and done. Still 
another form would be for our merchants to retain 
in their employ as many men as possible, instead of 
cutting down their forces to the lowest notch. I 
know several houses that are retaining 25 per cent. 
more than they need.” ; 
MR. SAMPSON’S VIEW. ; 
Mr. C. H. Sampson, when asked§whether he was in 
sympathy with the Sanitary Aid movement replied: 
“Why, of course, I believe in boomings the Sani- 
tary Aid Association. First, that we may give em- 
loyment to the unemplo ed men, who would pre- 
erto earn their daily bread rather than accept 
charity, who are too proud to ask alms, but not too 
proud to engage in any kind of labor that will en- 
able them to provide for their families. Thesecond 
consideration, and one that is of vitaLimportance to 
every individual in St. Louis, is the matuer of self- 


rese ion: the cleani of alleys, vacant lots 
aaa shee and the annihilation of 
all filthy conditions wherever found. 
Cholera may visit us anyhow, but

Then Mr. McLean turned hig 
attention to the Truth, which was reported tobe 
running behind at that time about $15,000 a year.

The Convention Called to Order at 10 
O’clock at the Lindell—Anntal Addresses 
of Judge Laughlin and President Trask— 
Election of Officers.

| The local traveling salesmen, to the number of 
some sixty or more,were in attendance at the ladies’ 
ordinary of the Lindell Hotel this morning for the 
seventh annual meeting of the Western Commercial 
Travelers’ Association of St. Louis. The meeting 
was called to order by President J. R. Trask of the 
Trask Fish Company, Secretary and Treasurer 
J. J. Gilmore being in his place. 


On the platform with the president and secretary 
were the Rev. Dr. Robert and Judge Henry Laugh- 
lin. After the meeting was called to order at 10:15 
o'clock, Dr. Robert opened the session with a brief 
prayer. in which he petitioned earnestly for the 
spiri'ual and temporal welfare of the commercial 
travelers. Immediately after the prayer Judge 
Laughiin stepped forward and delivered the annual 
address, having been invited todo so by the —_ 

e 


mnittee. The speaker ‘discussed ’ 
commercial traveler brilliantly and 
humorously from three standpoints: 


“Who is he? whence comes he? and whither does he 
go?” “Everybody knows him, but nobody knows 
what the Almighty ereated him for. 

HIs COMING AND GOLNG 
are of equal significance, and I have yet to know 
that anybody regretted either. No one accuses him 
of over sensitiveness; some even doubt his morality 
whilst others go to the extreme absurdity of abso- 
lutely denying his sobriety. His body is supposed 
to be composed of iron, his cheek of brass, and his 
heart of metal, the precise nature of which 
is not known.” The judge gave up the ques- 
tion of whence he comes, as ancient and 
modern history are silent on the subject, and as to 
whither he goes it is equally involved in mystery, 
although there is a strong suspicion in favor of a 
very warm climate. 

Judge Laughlin from the humorous side 
of the question to the serious side—the drummer's 
value in the building up of trade and in the building 
up of the city.

Dr. Robert said that he was at 
Longview, Texas, and* the hotel proprietor took 
him for a drummer. and when he said he was a 
drummer for sonls he had the best in the house. 
He said he hoped that as he was a brother drum- 
mer in a different line of business, he hoped his 


brethren would allow him to talk to them 
now and then on the advantages 
of doing business with his house. 


PRESIDENT TRASK 
then delivered his annual address. Referring kind- 
ly to the gentlemen who had — spoken, he at 
onee proceeded to a business talk concerning the 
work of the association, and gave the following 
statement of the work during the past vear. 
Three hundred and forty new members have. been 
admitted and 158 have been suspended, leaving a 
net gain of 142, and bringing the total membership 
upto 1,253. The total number of members that 
have been admitted since the beginning of the as- 
sociation is 1,652. The total mumber suspended 
has been 33, leaving the number of members as 
stated. Nine members bave been lost during the 
year by death. The amount paid to the widows and 
children reaches the sum of $20,930. The tota! sum 
paid out amounts to $42,926, representing the bene- 
fits to the families of twenty-five members. This, 
he said, was a grand record and had been product- 
ive of great good. There are 1,000 drummers in the 
city who are not members of the associations and 
who should be brought in in order that the benefit 
might be brought up to as high a figure as possibie.

The Board of Directors had appointed an 
assistant secretary in order that the time of the 
secretary might be devoted toincreasing the mem- 
bership, The result had not been what was antici- 
pated, but he thought would be _ better this 
year.

N. C. T. A. at Boston. In conclusion the thanks of 
the president were tendered to the Association 
Board of Directors and officers for their faithful 
condaict. The secretary and treasurer 
submitted his report.

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A REMARKABLE CASE. 


A Young Lllinois Farmer Suffering From 
the Glanders. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, ILu., December 80.—An interesting 
case. which is likely to attract some attention in 
medical circles as well as in the minds of the people 
generally, is reported by Dr. Paaren, State. Veteri- 
narian. While engaged in the prosecution of his 
duties in Peoria County he discovered, accidentally, 
a case of gianders in a human being, aud reported 
itto the State Board of Health, An investigation 
was instituted by Dr. Rauch, Secretary of the Board 
| of Heaith, and Dr. J. H. Utley of this city was sent 
to the bedside of the patient to make a careful ex- 
: amination. It appears from the report which Dr. 
Paaren submitted directing attention to the case, 
and from Dr. Utley’s diagnosis, that the patient is 
actually suffering with the dreaded glanders in the 
primary stage, known as “farcy.” The patient is 
Abrain B. Rearick, the twenty-two year old son of 
William B. Reafick, a farmer who resides’ near Er 
more, Peoria County. The place is thirteen miles 
from the nearest railroad station, Elmwood, and Dr. 
Paaren happened upon it by going there to see 


some glandered horses. According to the in- 
formation derived from the family, young Rearic 
was taken sick on the 17th of October, last, 
symptoms of typhoid fever and was treated for that 
malady by the family physician, who gave him 
quinine and iron. Without any apparent effect from 
this treatment the patient has gradually wasted 
away and other effects of the inoculation have since 
become evident, such as lumps and ulcerations ca 
the arms, hands and legs,and the physician who has 
charge of the young man now agrees with Drs. 
Paaren and Utley that he is suffering with 
gianders. Glanders in the human being ts so rare 
and so little understood by the medi fraternity 
that a case of it is watched with great interest. In 
his report Dr. Paaren says that he 
has seen but thirteen cases of it dur- 
ing his professional career. Nine of these he 
saw while serving as Chief Veterinary Surgeon of 
the Army of the Potomies. three he saw in White- 
side and Kane Counties last winter, and the present 
case makes the thirteenth. Dr. Rauch says 
that to his knowledge there are no cases on record 
wiere a human being has ever recovered from this 
disease after inoculation, and that it is a very easy 
matter to take the disease from a sick horse. 
Whenever any of the virus comes in contact with 
an abrasion of the skin, or even is allowed to touch 
the hands when they haye became chapped by the 
weather. the person becomes inoculated, so t it 
is important in caring for glandered horses to 
avoid any contact with the poisonous matter from 
the diseased animal, Inthe case of the man mien 
tioned in this connection it was found necessary to 
burn all of the infected clothing and dressing and to 
thoroughly ventilate and disinfect the house. The 
family were then placed in quarantine by the State 
Board of Health, to prevent the inoculation of any 
more human beings.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP, 


“Bucket Shops Patronized by Congress 
men—A Race of Deaf Mutes. 
Spectal Correspondence of the Post-Disvateh. 
WasnincTox, December 27.~The “bucket shops” 
are about the busiest placesin Washington just 
now. They are usually busy,{but especially so 
since the advent of Congress. During the session, 
and the few days preceding it, when one wanted to 
find whether a Congressman was in the city, one of 
the ready ways of doing so, was to visit some of 
the many “bucket-shops” in the city. They are 
| very numerous, The streets in the vicinity of the 
Treasury are full of them, and the simple Congress- 
man fells a victim to their wiles with apparently 
about the same verdancy that the countrymanis 
taken in by the bunco men of New York City. The 
advent of Congress was marked by the blossoming 
out of anumber of new institutions of this sort, 
their advertisements taking up, sometimes, whole 
pages of the local press. Of course they all claim 
to have “special wires” and resident partners in 
New York who look out for the interests 
of the customers here. Some of 
the places are dignified with the 
name of “Bank,” and are handsomely fitted up with 
separate apartments for the different lines of trade, 
one for stocks another for grain, another for the 


banking business, and soon, A Very large propor. 
tion of the business which keéps up these palatial 
establishments—for some of them are elegantly ap- 
pointed and kept—is from members of Congress 
and their families. At almost any of them you 
may see members industriously studying the tick- 
eror the blackboard, and not infrequently are 
transactions made by servants and subordinates, 
for the lady members of their families. “And some 
of the ladies are quite as good judges of the stock 
market as their husbands, too,” said a gentleman, 
talking of the matter to your correspondent. ‘Only 
a short while ago I was coming down in the eleva- 
toratthe Riggs and I heard the wife of a promi- 
nent committee chairman, giving him fits for his in- 
vestments in acertain line of stocks. ‘You'll lose 
every cent you have if you don’t let that alone,’ she 
said. It wasless than an hour later that Isaw that 
same member in the bucket-shop, his hands under 
his coat-tails, studying the course of a certain line 
of Pacific stocks which had fallen off several points 
that very day. You could see from the expression 
of his face and the nervous anxiety with which he 
studied the reports of that steadily sinking stock 
that his wife's prediction was right.," A good many 
ladies in Washington are quite accomplished stu- 
dents of the stock markets. They usually do their 
buying through some gentleman friend, or occasion- 
aliy by the hand of some trusted servant. Indeed, 
some of the young “‘bloods" about town are said to 
make very comfortable sums off the commissions 
which their fair principals allow them for their 
stock transactions in their behalf. Itis the mem- 
bers and employes of the important committees of 
Congress that take the highest ventures. They 
base their guesses on prospective committee action, 
and usually hit it right. “An acquaintanceof mine,” 
said this same gentieman, “who, a committee clerk 
at the Senate end of the Capitol, advised me to sell 
short on a certain Pacific stock. I did not think 
much about it, and did not accept his advice. A 
few days after there was a terrific tumble in those 
stocks, and when I met my acquaintance he told 
me that he had realized a pretty 7s sum by the 
course which he advised me. ‘] knew what the 
committee’s report was going to be and how it 
would affect the market,’ he said.

The Melancholy History of An Erring 
Catholic Priest.

“J Have No Money, No Shelter, No 
Means and May God Forgive Me”"— 
The Sad Records Left bya Man Who| 
Will be Buried From the Morgue. 


The body of a clerical looking man supposed to 
be a silenced priest of the Catholic Diocese of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., was disposed to-day on one of the slabs 
in the exposition room at the City Morgue. At noon 
an inquest was Begun to inquire into the cuuse of 
death. A bunch of keys, two smail purses and a 
baptismal vestment, the effects found on the body 
were also displayed. At the inquest the first wil- 
pens called. tne Me, Padberg. the proprietor of a sa- 
loon ‘on Jefferson 
street. He said: 
“About 8 o'clock Jast Sunday afternoon a 
man whose body I identify as the one in the Morgue 
came into my saloon. He asked fora drink, and, I 
think, took beer.’ My bar-tender served him. He 
then sat down in a chair and raised a paper in front 
of him» I think this was done to hide him from 
view while he poured the poison into the 
liquor he had just received. A few minutes 
later he had a seiaure which I thought was epilepsy, 
I ran to where he sat and held him. I got some 
cold water and bathed his face. While I was doing 
this he eyed me closely andIcould see that he 
recognized me I knew I had seen his 


I thought it would 
be a good idea to open his clothes that he might 
breathe the more freely. When I attempted to 


open his vest

therein, but he resisted my attempt, and as I 
thought he did not want me to see them, I did not 
persist. I thought when he entered that he 
was a priest, but I did not know then. 
Addressing the barkeeper he asked Well, how are 
you doing? Ihave not been here fora long time, 
At his request he was taken to the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital near by. We offered him water and whis- 
key but I suppose he thought it was an antidote and 
refused to take it, Two men carried him ina chair 
to the hospital entrance.” The Brother Director of 
the Alexian Hospital was called and made the 
following statement, “I recognize the body at the 
Morgue asthatof F. Von Rupplin, a suspended 
priest. Previous to his death I last saw him some 
years ago when he was at our hospital. On last 
Sunday afternoon he was brought to our institution» 
seated on a chair, by two citizens) He 
did not appear to be sick, and at first 
I thought he was only feigning sickness. 
We took him in and he hecame demonstrative. I 
told him if he did not behave himself I would hand 
him: over to the police. We took him to one 
of the wards. As we laid him down he 
handed me this envelope, on the side of which 
is written the following in his hand: 
THE PAPERS, 

Leters and certificates of Rev. Ferdinand Baron 
von Rupplin, Catholic priest : 

“I committed suicide on account of poverty and 
incurable sickness. I had no shelter, no bread, no 
home, no means and may God help me.” 

Ialso found this sheet of paper inclosed in the 
envelope which was soiled from pocket-wear : 

“Sr. Louis, December 24, 1884. 
“My name is:— 

“Ferdinand Baron von Rupplin, born at Fraunen- 
feldt, Canton Thurgaw, Switzerland, March 7, 1841. 
Son of Baron Joseph von Rupplin and his wife, 
Baronissa Maria Wilhelmina von Rupplin, nata 
Comtessa de Deckers. 

“Anho 1870, December 17, I was ordained a Cath- 
olic priest by Bishop Stephen Vincent Ryan, 
at Buffalo, New York, for his diocese, but since 
1874 I was altogether abandoned by bishops and 
priests, so that for eleven years I have found my- 
self obliged to beg from door to door. I leave 
a valise dnd umbrella at No. 614 
Market street (Golden [Eagle Hotel). The 
check will be found with this letter, I no not 
ow anything at the hotel. Give the contents to the 
poor as I was one of them. 

“Write to the Bishop of Buffalo, and ux will be 
GLAD. 

“FErDInanD Baron REVEREND Von Rvuppii.” 

The following telegram was found among his 
papers:

“WELLSVILLE, N. Y., 7.—Received at Indianapolis.

“I write to-day. Your letter came too late.

The brother director did not know the explana- 
tion of this telegram and knew very little of the 
history’ of the dtceased. “He was,” said 
the witness, .. about 48 years of 
age anda Swiss by birth, He was formerly a 
priest of the diocese of Buffalo, but during the past 
ten years has been a wanderer ‘about the country 
and a very unhappy man through his own conduct. 
He was a victim of strong drink and, since his sus- 
pension, has frequently had remunerative employ- 
men. He was a brilliant man and spoke and 
wrote German, French, English, Italian and Spanish 
fluently besides having a knowledge of Latin. He 
was employed on the staff of one of the Buffalo and 
New York papers,"’ As soon as he got a little money 
together he went off on a spree which concluded at 
the door of some charitable institution where he ap- 
peared as an applicant for admission. 

The concluding sentence of the letter left by the 
dead priest would indicate that up to his death he 
entertained some hostility towards Bishop Ryan for 
his suspension.
